(b) mstory and Career 

Source was bom at INNSBRUCK in i9'l3, the son of a regular army colonel. 
After studying at MUNICH and INNSBRUCK, v/here he attended elementary and. 
□ooonda}y cohools. Source read lav/ at INNSBRUCK University and from '1936-38 ho was 
employed as a motor oil salesman in MUNICH. After training two months with Waffen SS 
DEUTSCHLAND, he Joined the KRIPO and trained nine months in BERLIN, from Nov 39-^^0. 40, 
Source was then posted as ICriminalkoramissar to BRNO where. ho remained 
till beg 194"^; he was then allowed to oontintie his training at I^\NKPURT-on-MAIN and 
BERLIN., and in Nov 43 was posted as Regie rungsreforendar to OPEELN. 

On 9 Mhr 44 Sovirce was posted, to, B 4 d,S,.. VERONA (/Jit Vl), . ' . . .

'V. So\iroe is a punctiliously minded Austrian v/ho shows a feeling of resent-, 
jaen t ago i n s^the Germans on personal grounds. On his own admission he v/as "shelved" . 
by HUEGELjS^^^ct which Was confirmed by SS Gruppenfuehrer H/'iRSTER,- and his. activities , 
•w ere oonf tfiied to office work, ' He believes that Stub'af V/OLPF put in. a report, to . . ... .

At a meeting of SD officers at Villa d’ESTB at CERNOBBIO in Ifeir/Apr 44, 

' Stubof HUEGEL explained the v/orking of Jibt VI and asked all Aussenkdos to establish 
contact v/ith /illiod Occupied HALT through Italian industrialists whp had connections .. 
" both sides of the lino, or through wealthy Italians v/ho also had personal conneotiona • 

■' on both sides. At the same tinve ho asked them to find suitable agents for on 
..espionage school which he was opening shortly', ■■ ■ ■' .1, 

■ In Apr 45 Oberstuf, ZIMMER v/as transferred from GENQ/v to MUi/^N to start

Sowco accompanied HUEGBL shortly afterwards on a' visit ~to ItlL/iN or ffiNQ/i. 
and presumes that discussions on the lines of the talk at -Villa d'ESTE took place but 
he v/as not allowed to be present# Later HUEGEL and Source visited TRIESTE to liaise 
with Adriatischcs Kucstcnland and Brigadefuehrer GUENTHER made it clear that in matters 
of Abt VI they in TRIESTE were competent to work on their ovm. 

3. FOUNDATION OP THE SCEGGL AT 2.' VIA PASUBIO, VERGNA 

. In May ^AM )QEiT^arrived at VERONA from a neighbouring Waffen SS ' 

,unit (under command of Stahddf'"EIliiMtl) and had a conference with HUEGEL, 

HUEGEL told Source afterwards that BANDGRP was going to look after the . 
school at 2, Via PASUBIO and asked Source not to interfere in ary way, 

BANDQE?P reported to STEIMLE in BERLIN and returned after a fortnight to 
take up his duties with Abt VI, " , 

Source v/as not concerned v/ith the school in ary way except for being 
asked in Aug kk by HUEGEL to find a suitable location for the school. Later in 
Oct/Nov A4 he was aslccd by BANDORP .to sign the identity cards c£ the agents as Soracoe 
could sign with a higher rank, 

Sotu*ce can , only roraeniber one instance of an agent of the school in Via 
PASUBIO returning from Allied Occupied ITALY, This occurred in Peb/jfer h3 and the 
agent, "LIVIO", was* taken, by B/vNDCEP to visit MUSSOLINI, Subsequently "LIVIO" wao 
.sent , to a propagan*^ office in MILAN, .■ 

About 10-15 Jan k-5t IFiRTM/iNN Mariana left the school and was, transferred 
. to. Abt IV (?) , B,d,S, VERONA. Her place was takan by Frl STUDEMUND. ' 

, While the TO instruction section of the Via PASUBIO school. left- for - 
- Cblle ISARCO in Nov IjJf, the school' itself left only in raid Mar h-5 and the remaining 
, two or tlbreb pupils were sent by B/CNDORF to an hotel. 

At beg Apr li-5 BANDCRF. told Source that he v/as arranging v;ith Uatuf 
. LECHNER for the two remaining pupils in .the WT sect£bn to be brovight down, from Colie 
ISARCO and put into an hotel in VERONA, , : / ' .

Source knows that a. consignment of V/T setc arrived at VERONiV in Jan 
.^Subsequently Ustuf Dr l/KYER together with Oberscharfuohrer GIFFEY made, a tour, through 
BQLCGNA and, VENICE rotximing at end Feb or beg Mar 1+3 io VERONA. 

On returning Dr MTjYER reported to HARSTER, saying that they had tried 
to contact the control station BAMBERG five days running and had failed. They had 
then tried to contact the alternative station MIlRLENBAD and had also failed, . If 
Mk-YER’s network v/as to' operate at all, the new sets woxxld have to have special crystal; 

I GIFFEY had alrea<^ left .by air from I/HLAN to procure the now sots in 
BERLIN and HARSTER told him to signal GIFFEY .’to return to VERONA Immediately with the 
new seta, ; 

GIFFEY replied that he would arrive by rail and on 28 Apr HARSTER, whil 
at BOLZANO, re'eoived a signal that .

5. SEEOIAL MlSSXai 33T BGLZiVNC ' ' 

About two days after Source’s arrival in DOLZAITO (26 while acting 

as Adjutant to Qruppenfviehrer lUVRSTER, he v/as asked by HARSTER to report to Ostubaf 
iiKLDT in the castle and deputise for Stubaf HUEGEL, - _ 

On reporting, Source v/as told by Ostubaf 7\RLDT that a man was required 
who spoke Serbian, Croat and/or Rumanian, to go on a mission to SV/ITZEHIu\M) whoro be 
would go to an address in ZUERICH and ask for a man named tUSCtliV, He would tell 
iffSCH/V tliafthe group at THUERINGEN" had been overrm but that they were all doing well 
The agent v/ould then have to make his v/ay to the KLA(2INPURT area and ask for ARLDT who 
v/ould be with the "Oberkoranissar fuer das Adriatischos Kuestenland", 

Sottroe returned to his office and almost forgot about, the matter. On 
2 llty a Sonderfuehrer, BALOG, who had been interpreter at GENOA, reported to Source and. 
asked fer ’payment of laalaiy. Source asked him if he could speak any Balkan language 
and B/JjOG replied that he knev/ of somebody who would suit Sowce’s requirements, 

• Source told iiEILT that he had f ovind somebody and ARLDT gave him four 
cheets of note-papur containing instructions, v/hich Source claims not to have read^ 
Source gave these to BALOG for the man he had found. Source sav/ the man 'only for a 
fev/ minutes and never spoke' to him. 

BALOG asked Source for the money he had spent on the man and with 
HARSTER*s approval Source gave him 15>000 Lire and 1,000 Swiss francs. 

Source attempted to doramunlcato once more livith AiELDT but found that be 
had left for an unknown destination. 

Source did not see BALOG or. the agent again, 

, 6. IN5IECTI0N- FROU BERLIN 

In Jul Mv HUEGEL received a visit from Stubaf ¥CLFP, sent from Referat 
VI B (i).,' With whom he had conversations together with Stubaf HASS from PARMA. 

. : HUEGEL told Source -afterv/ai’ds that Referat VI B had decided that HASS' s 

.network of agents was considered useless, HASS had thereupon' asked to be allowed to 
gai^ on and prove that this v/as hot so, to which HUEGSL had apcreed.and HASS returned 
to PARMA. ' '• . V ' ' ' 

; .. i . Source was not present at any of the conversations, , \ . 

■ At about the same time HUEGEL was visited by Ustuf Dr MvlER, SoTirce 
does not know from where Ustm' Er MA2ER came. He knows, however, that Dr MAYER 
visited CO®, ■ inii/JI and GENOA with Stubaf YfOIPE in Aug and that in Jan-Peb 45 be 
travelled round NB IT/iLY with Oborscharfuehrer GIPPEr. Dr MAYHR' told him that ho wag 
on the look-out for potential line-orossers or agents suitable for training by 
Einhoit. "iD/x." oa? the school in Via PASUBIO for post-occupational ^uties,. 

.7. MOVEMENT OP SD OFFICERS . , 

' fifter Source had been appointed Adjutant to Gruppenfuehrer HARSTBR cn 
2l Apr he met the following SD officers in BOLZANO; 

HptstuT miEBI® and his .staff from BRESCIA. 

As for as SoTorce knows, ERIEBKE remained in BOLZANO on 10 Moy, ERIEDKE 
was occonpaniod by Ustuf KANT. 

Oborstuf GCOrSid Ustuf MCELEER and staff from BCLOGN/l. Those were ' 
•sent to MBRANO on 3 or 4 I'ixy to assist the /allies in policing the area, 

Stubaf ALBERTI from P/JMV and Hptstuf LEOOLD from REGGIO nell’EMILiri 
and their staffs. Those were sent to BRAXER WILDSEE on 4 or 5 May,, where according 
to Source y they v/ere to protect ‘tie former Austrian Chancellor SQHUSOHNIGG who was in 
the oonoentration camp, '
